It presents views 
about the size of a cabinet photo- 
graph, and runs so smoothly and 
steadily that each picture appears 
to be a part of one continuous pho- 
tograph of a scene, with every 
gesture and movement faithfully 
reproduced, as in life.

to the special mechanism employed 
in photogtap hing the subjects. 
With this mechanism successive 
photoyraphs of objects in motion 
are taken upon a band of film at 
the rate of £0 to 60 per second. 

Photographie priats lvom the 
series of pictures thus obtained, are 
mounted in consecutive order 
around a cylinder, standing out like 
the leaves of a book, as shown in 
the illustration. (Page 9.) 

When this cylinder ts slowly re- 
volved the pictare cards being held 
back by a stop, and allowed to snap 
past the eye one by one, as one 
thumbs the leaves of a book, an 
apparently moving picture is the 
result, and it is difficult to realize 
that the picture is not endowed 
with lite. 

For commercial purposes, the cyl- 
inder or reel of pictures, is mounted 
in a box on the outside of which is 
a crank, and a very simple mech- 
anism connects the crank with the
